;was accepted. The resignation did not 
tome through the regular channels, 
but was telegraphed to an officer in 
the department, Strong giving at con- 
siderable length his reasons for leav- 
ing the service, they being principally 
business and financial ones which ne- 
cessitated his personal attention. 


Resignation Accepted. 


Captain 
Strong's resignation was 


laid before Secretary Root and ac- 
cepted by him. It is stated at the 
department that Captain Strong's ac- 
counts are correct. 
The department 


has no official knowledge of any es- 


•tapade-in which Captain Strong is re- 


ported to have figured in San Fran- 
cisco. 


Resignation Not Accepted. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—Secretary 


IRoot has decided not to accept the res- 
ignation of Curtain 
Strong1 for the 


present. 
It is .stated that the action 


of the Secretary last night in accept- 
ing the resignation was of an infor- 


mal character, and as no official ac- 
tion had been taken Secretary Koot 
today directed that a dispatch be sent 
to Captain Strong saying that his res- 
ignation would not be accepted . until 
it had been received by mail through 
the' regular channels, accompanied by 
a full explanation as to why the res- 
ignation was presented. 


Must Explain Escapade^ 


This .action leaves Captain Strong 


still in the service and subject to any 
inquiry that may be made if the de- 
partment deems it desirable to inves- 
tigate the alleged circumstances which 
have been 
published 
in connection 


with his resignation. It is understood 
cognizance has been taken by the de- 
partment of the publication this morn- 
ing of the escapade In San Francisco 
in which Captain Strong is alleged to 
have figured with Lady Francis Hope.

day telegraphed the -Acting Quarter- 
master General requesting permission

That the country is' at last rid of 


Bryanlara .was made manifest at toe 
Democratic State convention in. Ohio 
this week, 
when for the purpose of 


testing the sentiment of the delegates 
a resolution • waa introduced express- 
ing confidence in the 
former party 


leader it was overwhelmingly defeat-, 
ed, not a single effort being made to 
champion the Nebraskan's cause?. Even 
though relieved, of this incubus it is 
not likely, though, that the Democracy 
will .be able to' get 
Us 
old grip 


upon the public favor, for Repub- 
lican doctrines and Republican states- 
men have brought 'such 
exceeding 


prosperity to the country that no one 
feels like exchanging the sure thing 
we now possess for the doubtful one 
offered by the Democracy, especially 
as in any event we would not be bet- 
ter off than we are now. 


Especially Is this true in -California. 


Outside of a few offices in the coun- 
ties none of the so-called followers of 
Thomas Jefferson has been entrusted 
by the people with a responsible poui- 
tion and the party has been singular- 
ly unsuccessful for many years. 
The 


cause of this local decadence is plain. 
In the early years of Statehood 
the 


Democrats were divided into what one 
of . their own writers defined as

•'chivalry1' and the

er took the offices.

best citizens. 
Since the election of 


Booth and Pacfteco a Republican and 
Democratic administration has alter- 
nated, but tlie majority of Henry 
T. 


Gage announced the 
death 
of 
the 


Democracy, for it was 
a 
conclusive 


one. 


The trouble with 
the 
Democratic 


party is that it stands for nothing ex- 
cept opposition. 
Not one in a thou- 


sand of its members understands what 
the principles of Jefferson were, 
and 


of those who do comprehend few be- 
lieve in them. 
In State, as in Na- 


tional polities, the Democrats 
have 


waited for the Republicans to take 
the 
initiative 
and 
then 
have 


fought 
against 
al! 
proposals 
so 


originated. 
In the Union the views 


of tho 
tariff 
entertained by Cleve- 


land 
and 
of 
coinage 
by 
Bryan, 


and all the cliques in that party, have 
been submitted to the people at differ- 
ent times and have received the stamp 
of emphatic disapproval. 
In 
State 


politics, with dozens of live issues 
to 


consider, they have indulged in gen- 
eralities about the "resolution of 1798" 
and ill-defined and foolish howls about 
the 
corporations. 
The 
party 
has 


wrought its own undoing and its lead- 
ers have no one to blame but 
them- 


selves for having lost public confidence 
and led Democracy into a slough of de- 
spond from which it cannot be extri- 
cated for many long years to come.

light plant in the Yosemite 


Valley. A communication has • toeen 
sent by the club to the Tosemite Com- 
missioners as a. result of a, meeting1 held 
in the Valley last Tuesday, and the 
nrotest will toe 'discussed toy the Corn- 
protest will be kJiscussed toy the Com- 
mission when,'It meets next Monday in 
this city.

Attorney W. W. 'Foote, one of the 


Yosemite Commissioners, In discussing 
the proposed electric lighting- plaat for 
the Valley and the protest of the.Sierra 
Club, <said yesterday:, 


"The 
Sierra 
Club is mistaken in 


thinking that the Commission intends 
to mar the beauty of I'ne Valley. On 
the contrary, it desires to add to the 
scenic effects of nature's wonderland. 
A member of the club is quoted as -say- 
ing that 'electric lights for the falls 
and 
domes would be to convert the 


valley into a imidway plaisance.' 


"The last .Legislature 
appropriated 


$25,000 
for 'a pumping plant and an 


electric 
light 
system in the Valley. 


The -few.o> -systems are absolutely "need- 
ed. The hate), houses and stores to 
the Valley are "lighted at present 'by 
lamps and candles. There is danger 
of fire always present toy, the use of 
oil lamps. The plan to illuminate the 
falls 
Js 
to use a powerful electric 


searchli'ght. We have never 
thought 


of 
placing arc lights in front of the 


falls or on the domes. The idea is ab- 
surd. In " Europe many of the great 
falls are illuminated by ele-ctrie -search- 
lights, and -the effect of colored lights 
on t'he falling water and spray is ar- 
tistic to a. deeree. 
• . 
• 


"Some of the gentlemen who are op- 


posed to the lighting plant are prob- 
a.'bly of ithe opinic-n that a "modern ho- 
tel in the Valley is a- desecration of 
nature. I have even heard com.pla.ints 
made against the telephone and tele- 
graph wires that run. into the Valley. 
If we 'did not have the telephone and 
telegraph 
In the Valley other people 


would complain <at .being cut off from 
the outer world. Complaints are be- 
ing made !of the dusty condition of the 
roads, while there 'Is a -general demand 
for a system ot electric lighting1 in the 
Valiey. ' For ithat reason we propose to 
install a pumping and electric lighting 
plant. Plans and' .specifications have 
been drawn, and'-the Commission will 
meet next Monday at 1 p. TO. in the 
offices In the Glaus Spreckels Building 
to pass upon the matter. 


"The Commission will be- pleased if 


the members of the Sierra Clu-b.will 
be present and give us their views on 
the 
matter. If 
we install the plant 


and have a searchlight to- illuminate 
the falls at .night we think .it -would 
add to the many'charming scenic ef- 
fects to be found in the Yosemite. It 
is. only natural tha,t opinions should 
differ on. the Question, and- tor that 
reason the Commission desires to have 
some of the Sierra Club members pres- 
ent at its meeting- next Monday. 


"The electric light service would be 


•sold to Ithe hotel, camps, and houses 
situated in the Valley, and the plant 
would tre self-supporting. Some people 
have suggested that an electric road 
be 
operated 
'in 'the Valley, but the 


Commission is opposed to that. In or- 
der to 'make the Yosemite attractive to 
the public we must furnish a. certain 
amount 
-of icomfcrt to visitors. To 


mountain 
climbers 
and those who 


"rough it" modern hotels and Inven- 
tions are looked upon askance. If the 
YosenjiiiL Is to be made attractive we 
must 
'have 
certain improvements. 


Personally I yield to no one In tny love 
and admiration for t'he beauties of the 
Ypaemite, and I think that the effect 
of an electric searchlight on the falls 
•and domes would furnish ircmarkable 
and never to 'be forgotten views to vis- 
itors."

HE OWED MONEY 


AND TOOK HIS LIFE. 


Despondent over family troubles and 


with numerous debts hanging over him

because of his Inability to pay this 
and another debth of $40. 


Francis was a -native of Pennsyl- 


vania, aged about 40 years. He has- a 
wife living- at Spokane Falls, but the 
couple have been living" part for over 
a year. He had one son, w.ho about a 
month ago was killed In an. explosion. 
The son's life was insured for $500, but 
tli-e dead father had. himself always 
kept up the policy. When the insur- 
ance company settled, however, the 
premium money Was paid over -to the 
mother, and this, 50 those say tvho 
were closest to the tomale man, nearly 
broke the letter's heart. 


The report' of the pistol yesterday at- 


tracted a throng of neighbors, who 
found Francis lying. in a pool of blood 
in the y.ird at the rear of his tomale 
parlor, the revolver with one chamber 
emptied lying by his side. 


The remains were removed to the 


morgue and an inquest will be held.

It is true that the retirement -of J. 


A. Fill-more and the elevation of Fitz- 
Inig-h and 'Herbert Convey is of no po- 
litical signiPicanL-e but the point is that 
the guillotine is at work and no one 
can tell who is slated for the block 
or how far-reaching the changes may 
be. The appointments made by Pres- 
ident Hays this week were correctly 
forecasted in this correspondence last 
Saturday and -from 'the same authentic 
source that That information was ob- 
tained another prediction -will now be 
mad?. General Passenger Agent. Goocl- 
•man is slated ito 'go and if the present 
plans are carried wit. Chief Clerk Gar- 
diner of McCormicU's department will 
be his successor. 'No particular time 
has 'been set for making the change 
tout if the prophets are right it will toe 
ivell within the next three 'months. 


If the veterans who are listed for re- 


tirement 
by Hays are 'all treated as 


well 
as Fillmore -has 'been they will 


•have more occasion to rejoice than to 
regret 
that 
their service with the 


Southern Pacific has 'been brougiht to 
an end. According- to Fillmorc's own 
statement as confided by him to per- 
sonal friends, he is to remain on full 
pay until the end of the present year 
a£ter_which he will be on half pay for 
the rest of 'his life. As Fillmore 'has 
been In 7-eee-ipt of 512,000 per annum 
this means -a pension of ?500 a. imonth 
on which he should be able to jog along 
comfortably enough -no (matter what 
happens.

mined to take the railroad out of pol- 
itics as much as possible is certain but 
as he 'knows -the dangers of sudden 
change he -inty not -make the radical 
moves that some have anticipated but 
will instead bring- the new deal about 
gradually. It looks though as it the 
good 
old days of free passes galore 


and a long railroad political payroll are 
at an end, for !he has expressed himself 
as absolutely opposed to the toureau 
system and he'is quoted as saying that 
if the railroad is going to spread mon- 
ey in politics, that part of the busi- 
ness will have to be taken entirely out 
of his hands as he will not counte- 
nance having such charges taken out 
of the regular earnings account. 


With all this sort of -gossip going 


the rounds it stands to reason that the 
•members ot the old guard are wonder- 
ing 'where they are. going to land when 
the political season starts up in real 
earnest for although the -Southern Pa- 
cific has claimed to be -out of politics

stamps, and a 2-cent stamp for the an- 
swer was all that was necessary £or 
a whirl of the mighty Smith's genius.

An advertisement on this general 


style has proved to be the most effect- 
ive. 
Smith soon had to move out of 


the quarters left by Brown. , 


He hired one type-writer, then an- 


other, and as -each mail brought in 
several hundred more answers than the 
preecedin'g one he found that 'he could 
use a couple more; This time he took 
a whole floor in one of the big office, 
building-s and increased his force of 
typewriters to an even dozen. 


It us interesting to-'See how the busi- 


ness is 
carried 
0*1 in this fortune 


lulling factory. Promptly at 9 o'clock 
each morning the typewriters report. 
An hour earlier two-stalwart men go 
to the postofllce with a' two-bandied

Know- 
ing his fortune-telling card .by heart, 
Smith works pretty fast once he gets 
started, and by 9:30 eacii morning his 
twelve typewriters are going it for all 
they are worth. 


One of the surprising things about 


Smith is ihis frankness in the discus- 
sion of his own business. Of course 
th-e-postal authorities had him up soon 
after he began operations, but he hired 
a good lawyer, who showed that every 
client got his ten cents' worth, and the 
postal folks admitted that there was 
no ground on which to close the mails 
to Smith's business*. Consequently he 
has no fear of being" stopped. " He was 
what might be termed up to the neck 
in work when a Sun reporter called on 
him the other day and told him he 
wanted,to watch the operations of the 
fortune-telling foundry. 


Fortunes Made to Order. 


"All 
right," said Smith, "sit right 


down here," pointing to a chair beside 
his desk. "Now," he continued, "I dig 
down in this'pile of letters and take 
one 'out at random. I open it so, take 
out the dime and throw it in this bag. 
Then I read the letter. Now, let's see 
what I have -here. It's a young wo- 
man; of course most of these letters 
are from women.

"That letter is what I call a pipe. Up 


to now it's worth 10 cents, but before I 
get through 
with this 
• young thing 


she'll send me another dollar. It isn't

We both rose, crotsed the room, and 


expecting something, found nothing. 
The doors closed in the 
usual way, 


without 
opposition 
or 
resistance. 


"Draught, of course," was our com- 
ment; and we sat 
clown again. But 


we knew there was no possibility of 
draught, 
because 
everything 
was 


tightly shut. While the two doors had 
stood open we had both noticed that 
there was no mark on thu sprinkled 
chalk. 


We talked again, but there was a 


tension, s. restraint which we had not 
felt befone. I cannot explain it, but 
it was there.

sued, but I am sure we were both wide 
awake. At 1:32 (my watch was on the 
table with a pencil and slip ot papei- 
on which I noted the times) the right- 
hand door opened again, exactly as be-

fore. The latch clicked, the brass han- 
dle, turned, and slowly the door swung 
back to its full width. There was no 
jar or recoil when it became fully open. 
The opening process lasted

At 1:37 the left-hand 
door opened as before and both doors 
stood wide. 


Left Birdlike-Traces. • 


AVe did not rise, but looked on and 


waited. At 1:40 o'clock both doors 
closed simultaneously of their own ac- 
cord, swinging slowly and gently 
to 


within about eight'inches of the lock, 
when they slammed with a slight jar, 
and both latches clicked loudly, the 
one a fraction of a second later than 
the other. 


Between 1:45 and 1:55 this happened 


twice again, but the opening and clos- 
ing were, in no case simultaneous. 
There were thus four unaided openings 
and three closings. The first time we 
had closed them ourselves. 


The last openings took place at 2:0^ 


and 2:09 and we both noticed marks on 
the chalk in the two little rooms. We 
sprang- up and went to the doorways. 
The marks -were clearly denned birds' 
footprints in the middle, of the floor; 
three in the left-hand room (the pas- 
sage-room) and five in the right-tend 
room. The marks were identical and 
exactly two and three-quarter inches 


in size. We are neither of us ornith- 
ologists, but we compared them'to th« 
footprints of a bird about the size of a 
turkey.

tvoluti.'n of t'ne stnrs and stripes 


makes an ei-tertainin:; story for unyi'O'ty 
witli palrlc'tit: Yeellntrs. The firs-t usu o£ 
the thirtcou red and wrnte stripes wa.s 
mf.de in the fall of 1775. when tho Colonial 
Congress, appointed Franklin. Hurrison 
and Lynch as a ccmmHUe to devis-3 a 
standard, 
'jeneral AVnshinyton was at 


that time a British officer, in command 
cT British Ir'inps, but hjs leanings towaivt 
An.cru-an iiuk'peiHlence "W-.rc known, i'i 
fact, he had told rr.a.".v of his intin-atos 
of his intention to head tKe revolutionary 
movement 
The committee went tj Oim- 


brk1£e, M"ass., where Washington was in 
cump. and had a consultation with him. 
Frti'iklin and his two associates stopped 
at the home of a patriotic citizen, v/ho. 
with his wife. *vas invited to take part 
in the confiirenc's. These people .had a 
gcfst of their cwn, a mvstv.rious individ- 
ual known as tha 'Professor,' to whom 
Franklin became dec.rj.'y attached. This 
'pr-n'f-sHOr,' whose identity has nevrtr been, 
disrlose'l. wan taken into the confidence" 
ol" the committS'j, and it *YIIB on his sug- 
gestion that the pattern of the colonial 


flng was adorte'd, a t'Orlos of thirteen al- 
ternating red an! wh;te stripes,' with 
cross bars nf rod, white and oh.ie as a 
corner union. From tliat day to this^ths 
only change made in the standard has 
been the substitution of a blue union vJth 
w'nile: stars, the rmmber and avran.^eTH'jnt 
of these stars boine; changed several timed 
to correspond with the adiniKsion oi 
new St'ites. 


"There is no record cf any Consres- 


sior'al action upon the report of this com- 
mittee, but the design was adopted hy 
Prcnorul Washington as the general flaw 
and r*!Cog"nizi?d standard. •!)' the colonial 
army and na-vy. . On January 2, 1776, Sf.n- 
erai Washington," who had in the mean- 
time declared for independence, with his 
own hanilr, raised the first flag made ac- 
cording ti. tliis design at'CamlirMge.

Cockran arrived from the Hotel Ren- 
aissance, Besides ArchWshop Corrigan 
and his secretary, .Father Connolly. 
there- were present Monseignor Andrew 
Morrissey, president of the Notre Dame 
university; Bishop Chatard of 
Indi- 


anapolis, Bishop Parley, Father Riley, 
the Rev. Dr..Herbermann and the Rev. 
Fathers Colton, Evers, 
Taylor and 
O'Farrell. 


Mr. Cockran 
knelt 
before 
Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, who invested him with 
the 
medal. 
Monseignor 
Morrissey 


then made the address of 'presentation. 


Mr. Cockran, in acknowledging; th 
honor, sa;id in part: 


"The Catholic chnrcih is the infall- 
ible, depository 
and 
custodian 
of 
Christian truth and revelation. Demo- 
cracy is the final fruit of Christianity, 
and Catholic citizenship is, therefore, 
the most reliable basis of civic patniot- 
.i-sm 
under 
a 
republican

of 
government. 


"Every service exalted by the states 
the Catholic church enjoins as a mat- 
ter of conscience, and everyone which 
the states forbid by law the Catholic 
church'forbids under pain of censure.
